relations then took homethe body, and inclofing it in the wod- 
en figure of aman, placed it in the Catacombs. Another method 
of embalining, was injefting turpentine of cedar with 4 pipe into 
the bady, without cutting 1; they then falted it for days, 
and afterwards drew out the pipe, which brought along, with it 
the inteflines. The nitre dried up the ficih, leaving nothing 
but fkia and bones. The third way was on!v hy cleanfjng the 
infide with falt and water, and falting it for 70 days.” onl 
what Diodorus obferves, one sould imagine that there’ was 
eferving the bodies much fuperior to either of the former; 
ays, their eye-brows and eye-lafhes, with the form and ap-
